The first assessment must occur 
prior to July 1, 2020. (Offsite 1005, 1006).  Please take this observation into 
consideration for future updates, however, no action pertaining to the 
observation is needed at this time. 
 

• Finding 3 (Onsite 1403): The SFA has black olives from Egypt, and 
California Normandy Blend from Mexico. All agricultural food products 
utilized in the operation of the National School Lunch and Breakfast 
programs must be domestic per 7 CFR 210.21 (d) “(d) Buy American - 
(1) Definition of domestic commodity or product. In this paragraph (d), 
the term ‘domestic commodity or product’ means - (i) An agricultural 
commodity that is produced in the United States; and (ii) A food product 
that is processed in the United States substantially using agricultural 
commodities that are produced in the United States.”
